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Silk From Sawdust. 


Making artificial silk from sawdust 


and other lumber waste is the latest 
experiment of the United States foreat 
products laboratory at Madison Wis 
The use of artificial silk made direct- 
ly from wood is increasing by leaps 
and bounds. 
Originally its principal 


use was in the manufacture of braids 
and trimmings, but recently the manu- 
facture of hose from artificial silk has 
become an industry of vast impor- 
tance, 
other uses for artificial silk- 


are woven goods of all kinds, linings 
tapestries, etc., neckties, 
ribbons 


sweater coats, etc. About 3,000,000 
pounds of artificial silk are used an- 
nually in the United States. 
There 


are several methods of manufacture, 
but that from wood pulp is usually 
mado by treating the wood pulp with 
caustic lye to form a viscose, which 
is allowed to age for some time. 
It 


is then forced through dies to form 
threads', which are hardened by a 
treatment with sulphuric acid, ammo- 
nium sulphate, and sodium borate, or 
formic acid. After washing and dry- 
ing, 
the silk is ready for use. The 


laboratory is investigating the arti- 
ficial silk problem as a possibility for 
utilizing wood waste, and has on hand 
a variety of articles made from "the 
material.—Boston Transcript.

Silk From Sawdust. 


Making artificial silk from sawdust 


and other lumber waste is the lateat 
experiment of tho United States forest 
products laboratory at Madison, Wis. 
Tho use of artificial silk made direct- 
ly from wood Is increasing by leaps 
and bounds. 
Originally its principal 


use was in the manufacture of braids 
and trimmings, but recently the manu- 
facture of .hose from artificial silk has 
become an industry o£ vast impor- 
tance. 
Other uses for artificial silk 


aro woven goods of all kinds, linings, 
tnpestries, 
etc., 
neckties, 
ribbons, 


sweater coats, etc. About 5,000,000 
pounds of artificial silk are used an- 
nually in tho United States. 
There 


aro several methods of manufacture, 
but that from wood pulp is usually 


j made by treating the wood pulp with 


caustic lye to form a viscose, which 
is allowed to ago for some time. 
It 


is then forced through dies to form 
threads,', which aro hardened by a 
treatment with sulphuric acid, ammo- 
nium sulphate, and sodium borate, or 
formic acid. 
After washing and dry- 


ing, 
tho silk is ready for use. The 


laboratory is investigating the arti- 
ficial silk problem as a possibility for 
utilizing wood waste, and has on hand 
a variety of articles made from 'the 
material.—Boston Transcript.

Appian Way and the fact that this 
load gave such good satisfaction for 
800 years is not to be wondered at

It was buil 
ol thioe to four courses, forming a 
bpd of stone fitted together from 
three to four feet deep and up to 
thirty feet wide. 


History tells us that as no system

HOLDS SMALL JURY IS VALID 


U. S. Supreme Court Affirms Verdict 


by Five-Sixths of Panel—Wisconsin 


1 Statuto Declared Unconstitutional. 


Washington, May 24.—Juries of less 


than twelve men when required by 
common law and verdicts by less 
than tho entire jury, when provided 
for by the state law are valid In cases, 
even those arising under federal law, 
tho Supreme court held on Monday. 


The decision upheld the Minnesota 


law permitting five-sixths of a jury to 
return a verdict after being out 12 
hours and a Virginia statute authoriz- 
ing trials before seven jurors. Two 
judgments against railroads were af- 
firmed. 


The Supreme court annulled as un- 


constitutional the Wisconsin statute 
making it the duty of state officials to 
'revoke the license to do business In 
the state of any foreign corporation 
which shall remove into any federal 
court any action against it by any 
citizen of the state upon any claim 
or cause o£ action arising within the 
state. 


Paris War Office Says Teuton Counter- 


Attacks Have Assumed Extremely 
Violent 
Character—Berlin 
Denies 


Losa In Verdun Region. 


Paris, May 25.—In the Verdun re- 


flon the German counter-attacks have 
jssumed an extremely violent charac- 
ler on the whole French front, accord- 
ing to admissions of the war office on 
Tuesday. The Germans made two des 
perate assaults on the left of the Meuse 
and gained a footing on Dead Man hill, 
but were dislodged. 


Spurred on by their success in tak- 


ing the larger portion of Fort Douau- 
mont from tho Germans, the French 
are continuing their terrific drive in an 
effort to dislodge the enemy igu(]-i the 
small angle still retained.

Fighting continued with (Mi-erne 


violence on both banks of the Meuse 
along the Verdun front all night. Two 
German counter-attacks on French po- 
sitions on Hill 304 failed completely, 
tho war office anounced at Paris. The 
French made further gains within Fort 
Douaumont 


The battle around Hill 304 was es- 


pecially severe. In attacking French 
positions on the west side of the hill 
the Germans used liquid gas, the of- 
ficial statement says, and penetrated 
one of the French trenches, but were 
dislodged at once. 


East of the Meuse the principal 


fighting was in the sector between 
Thlaumont and Douaumont. The Ger- 
mans attacked in mass formation and 
are said to have suffered enormous 
losses. They succeeded in reoccupy- 
Ing one of the trenches north of 
Thiaumont farm which had been cap- 
tured by the French. 


An official statement from the Ger- 


man war office denies the French claim 
that practically all of what remains of 
shell-wrecked Fort Douaumont is in 
French hands. 


"South of the ruins of Fort Douau- 


mont and south o£ the village of Dou- 
aumont, an engagement is still going 
on," said the German statement. "Fort 
Douaumont remained firmly in our 
hands."

PORTO 
RICAN BILL PASSED 


House Kills Amendment Giving Wom- 


en Vote—Greater Self-Government 


to Island Possessions. 


Washington, May 25.—The house 


on Tuesday struck from the Porto Ri- 
can bill, by a vote of 80 to 50, an 
amendment designed to grant woman 
suffrage to the island. The bill then 
passed without roll call, virtually as 
introduced. The vote on the amend- 
ment showed a complete disregard of 
party lines, although more Democrats 
than Republicans voted against it. The 
amendment was inserted in the bill 
by Mr. Mann, minority leader. The 
bill, as passed, gives the Porto Rican 
government all of its internal revenue, 
regardless of whether the goods on 
which it is paid are used In Porto Rico 
or this country.

ate.

A field artillery ammunition plant 


costing $1.250,000 is to be erected at 
this arsenal, an initial appropriation 
of $500,000 being made for the pur- 
pose. 


Increased facilities are to be made 


for the manufacture of field artillery 
vehicles at a cost of $90,000. 


In all, $755,200 is appropriated for 


immediate improvements at the ar- 
senal. 


In addition, the secretary o£ war 


Is authorized to locate and have con- 
structed a new powder plant at a 
cost of $500,000. This new plant may 
go to Rock Island arsenal becausa 
ot the existing facilities there and 
the desire of army authorities to have 
a middle West factory located in the 
interior of the country. 


These appropriations were carried 


in the great sundry civil appropriation 
bill reported from committee, carry- 
ing a total of $127,237,221 and provid- 
ing for thousands of miscellaneous 
items not covered in other appropria- 
tion bills.

for all the government arsenals and 
for the Panama canal, Hawaii and 
Philippine fortifications.

REJECTS RUBLEE NOMINATION 


Defeat for Wilson Appointee Comes 


In Senate on Motion to Recon- 


sider Vote. 


Washington, May 25.—The senate on 


Tuesday by a vote of 38 to 38 refused 
to reconsider its vote ot last week of 
37 to 41 rejecting the nomination of 
George Rublee of New Hampshire to 
the federal trade commission. 


Vice-President Marshall was absent 


and the tie remained unbroken, but 
as affirmative action was required to 
effect a reconsideration the motion to 
reconsider was definitely lost 
Rub- 


lee's nomination cannot be brought up 
again at this session. He has served 
as a recess appointee for more than 
a year. 


Charlotte, N. C., May 23.—A hint 


that he may soon move for world peace 
was dropped by President Wilson in an 
address on Saturday to a tremendous 
gathering assembled to honor the little 
band of mountaineer farmers who 141 
years ago announced their independ- 
ence of Great Britain in the Mecklen- 
burg declaration. 


The spirit of these men could be best 


translated by America today, the presi- 
dent declared, if "we imagined our- 
selves lifting some sacred emblem of 
counsel and of peace, of accommoda- 
tion and righteous judgment before the 
.nations of the world, and reminding 
'them of that passage In scripture, 
'after the wind, after the earthquake, 
after the fire, the still small voice oJ 
humanity.'" 


This expression was taken to indi- 


cate that the president believes the 
time is not far off when America may 
give effective impetus to a movement 
for world-wide peace. 


Washington, May 23.—The army re- 


organization plan developed in confer- 
ence between the senate and house 
and providing for a larger standing 
army for the country, together with in- 
creased and enlarged defenses, was 
approved by the house on Saturday 
by a vote of 349 to 25. 


The bill passed is known as the 


Hay-Chamberlain army bill. 
As the 


senate has passed the conference bill, 
the measure now goes to the president 
for his approval. It has been figured 
out that the bill provides a standing 
army of about 218,000 men, as com- 
pared with the present standing army 
of about 100,000. 


But Representative Kahn of Cali- 


fornia, ranking Republican member ot 
the house military affairs committee, 
has compiled figures showing that 
when enlisted to its full strength, all 
corps and departments being full, the 
standing army will total 296,000 men. 


The, peace strength is 75 per cent 


of this number, or about 220,000. Mr. 
Kahn points out, also, that in event 
of war, the president is authorized, 
without congressional action, to draft 
immediately to fill all vacancies in the 
federalized National Guard, which is 
made under the measure a part of the 
authorized war strength of the coun- 
try. 


Besides the personnel increases, the 


measure provides for a government 
nitrate manufacturing plant to cost 
not more than $20,000,000; for estab- 
lishing 
of a 
system 
o£ military 


training camps for civilians, paid for 
out of the federal treasury; for a 
board to investigate the advisability 
of establishing a government muni- 
tions 'plant, and for vocational edu- 
cation in the army. Federalization of 
the National Guard would be ac- 
complished through federal pay and 
through a requirement making the 
guardsmen subject to the orders of 
the president. 


Washington, May 23.—The adminis- 


tration shipping bill, designed to up- 
build the American merchant marine 
through federal aid, passed the house 
on Saturday by a vote of 211 to 161. 


Kenosha—Two million dollars will 


be expended at once in the rebuilding 
and extension of the plant of the 
American Brass company in this city. 
The proposed extension will include 
the erection of rolling mills and cast- 
ing shops and a new office building. 


Formal announcement was received 


from the central offices of the Ameri- 
can Brass company at Waterbury, that 
the work is to be started within the 
next two weeks with the undei stand- 
ing that all of it will be completed 
within two years. 


It is said the extensions now plan- 


ned will double the capacity and give 
Kenosha the biggest brass plant in 
the United States. 


Since the middle o£ 1915 the Ke- 


nosha plant has been operated with a 
day and night force of three shifts 
and even with this iorce it has been 
impossible for the company to take 
care of orders. 


It is said that the force of men em- 


ployed at the plant will be doubled 
when the new buildings are erected 
and modem machinery installed. ,

Hay-Chamberlain army bill. 
As the 


senate has passed the conference bill, 
the measure now goes to the president 
for his approval. It has been flgured 
out that the bill provides a standing 
army of about 218,000 men, as com- 
pared with the present standing army 
of about 100,000. 
But Representative Kahn of Cali- 


fornia, ranking Republican member o£ 
the house military affairs committee, 
has compiled figures showing that 
when enlisted to its full strength, all 
corps and departments being full, the 
standing army will total 296,000 men.

counsel and of peace, of accommoda-

'them of that passage in scripture, 
•after the wind, after the earthquake, 
after the fire, the still small voice of 
humanity.'"

F ALL the artificial flowers made In the 
United States 74 per cent are'made In 
New York city, says a government re- 
port. A report of the Consumers' league 
of that city shows that a large propor- 
tion of these flowers are made in tene- 
ment houses and that most of the work- 
ers are children whose ages range from 
eleven down to four. It would be 


shocking to some to see with their own eyes how the 
beautiful flowers which adorn their hats are made 
by the tiny hands of young children, some of them 
mere babies, who work from early morning until late 
at night and earn from ten to fifteen cents a day. 


Yet the purpose of this article is not to shock any- 


one's sensibilities, but to lay bare facts and describe 
conditions as they are, says Israel Zevin In the New 
York Herald. 


Some ten or twelve years ago a few men and wom-

girl, stopped for a moment and, becoming, serious, 
asked her mother: 'Mamma, dear, please tell mei what 
do those poor children who have no old papers do 
on a cold night like this?" 


The women and men 


I laughed; they thought it 


was clever. But there was 
one man who did not laugh. 
All night the vision of 
those pale, emaciated chil- 
dren sitting around the 
stove haunted him, and for 
a long time he was tor- 
tured by the heartache ef- 
fect of the grim joke. He 
is now one of the chief 
workers of the movement 
to abolish child labor. 
. It is not pleasant, these 
facts relating to the work 
of children. Some of them 
almost challenge credibil- 
ity. 
For how could,, any 


mother 
allow

baby, three or four years 
old, who is even too young 
for the kindergarten, to sit 
indoors ajl day,, long and work making imitations 
of flowers the child has never seen? 
'"' 
Some Startling Cases. 


And yet I have seen children begin to learn to 


make artificial flowers when they were »ly two 
years old. I do not say that children of that age 
are compelled or coaxed by their mothers to work, 
but it is this way. 


The. baby sits In a chair by the table watching 


Mother and the other children work. The baby 
stretches out its hands, grabbing a petal or a leaf 
To satisfy his desire the mother gives the baby 
a, few petals, showing him how to pull them .apart, 
At three. or four the child. is already an efficient 
worker, able to earn about ten cents a day. 


Here are some of the facts: 
A mother and two daughters, living and work- 


Ing in a rear tenement, so dark that an oil lamp 
must be kept burning all day in: order that they 
may see to work, make forget-me-not wreaths. 
They receive seven cents for one dozen wreaths, 
and can earn $1.20 every 15 days. - 


A frail, delicate mother of five, children sits at a 


table in their two-room flat from morning until 
late at night putting artificial, berries on stems. 
She earns from ten to fifteen cents a day. 


In a four-room flat, where three children have 


died of tuberculosis -and two others were suffering 
from it, a mother and an eleven-year-old .girl made 
artificial roses* at 15 cents a gross. 


In one home on a Saturday morning four chil- 


dren, ten, nine, six and four years old, were found 
Bitting by a table near the one window making 
cherries. They had been there since six o'clock in 
the morning, and worked each day until eight 
o'clock at night. 
: 
' 


No child above four or five is considered too 


young to work. The hours for all, whether .chil- 
dren or adults, are determined not by law, not by 


The tenement houses where most of the flowers 


a*e made are of the worst type, with dark and 
shaky stairways. 
The crowded tenement houses 


of the "congested East side," of which so much 
has been said in print, are palaces in compari- 
son to those rickety old structures. And in them 
the children of sunny Italy spend their days and 
nights. 
Ostensibly it is their Inherent love for 


flowers that is drawing them to this work. 


It is not an easy matter to get the confidence of 


some of the women and to make them answer 
questions. They are always suspicious that visi- 
tors are from the board of health with a mission 
to make trouble. In some houses no amount' of 
arguing or coaxing will bring results— not even 
the assurance of the children who return, from 
school and are appealed .to. 


However, there are some who are quite willing 


to talk and to shed light on the situation. 


They are not greedy, but they are very ambi- 


tious, and it is their ambition that impels, them to 
utilizez every possibility of malting money. 


Average $8 a Week. 


Thy are all honest, hard-working people. The 


children are orderly and respectful, and there was 
a world of love in the mothers' eyes on seeing 
them return from school and resume their work 
separating petals and pasting leaves on stems. 


The earnings of heads of the families were found 


to average eight dollars a week, which, according 
to the standard of living in that locality, is a fair 
income. A good many of the men work in flower 
factories and from them they take work home. 
The others are mostly shoemakers, bootblacks and 
pushcart peddlers. 


One of the places where children were found at 


work after school hours had a restaurant and pool- 
room on the ground floor of the buildin'g in which 
the family lived. When there are

Breaking the Labor Law. 


In the 165 families studied by 'the investigator 


for the Consumers' league 601 children were found. 
More than .18 per cent of these were fourteen 
years and over and were contributing something 
to the family Incpme;. about 36 per cent were five 
years and. under, 'too .young to -ivork, though in a 
few cases children of this age were found helping 
with the flowers. Out of the remaining 46 per cent 
between the ages of six and fourteen who, might be 
found helping 14 per cent were .busily at work. at 
the time of the investigator's call. At least 14 per 
cent, then, of the children who were able to do this 
work were violating the child -labor law of New' 
York . state. 


How many more could be included in this list it 


was Impossible to ascertain. Many families were 
visited during the morning, when the children 
were at sdfix>I,^and it was only through the word 
of the mother that we were able to determine 
whether or not the children helped with, the flow- 
ers after school hours. For the most part only 
cases of children who were actually found, at work 
were listed. Therefore, the estimate Is a very con- 
servative one. 
i 


no diners in the 
is covered with 


wreaths and bunches of cherries and forget-me- 
nots, a mother and her children working diligently 
at them. 
The proprietor of this restaurant was 


also in the rag business. 


-In one place a young woman, Margarita Rozzoni, 


who looked quite different from the general type — 
she being blonde and having blue eyes — was at 
work with :her little girl, who seemed to bo a will- 
ing and ambitious helper. Little Giovanna, three 
years old, looked like a miniature of her motheiv— 
golden haired and eyes of the color of violets. '"I 
don't want her to help me," the mother said, "but 
she insists on doing, that." And she accentuated 
her words by bending over the child and kissing 
her with all the fondness of a mother. 


The children one meets here in the streets are 


all pretty, but their beauty fades before maturity. 
Their physical' development is stunted by long' 
hours of work and very little play. Their child- 
hood does not last long. A girl who is married at 
fourteen is.no rare, case. Here they make the 
step from childhood right to manhood and woman- 
hood, skipping over the period of youth and maid- 
enhood. 


Why Tony Sells Flowers. 


Such a child was Tony, who at thirteen became 


the. breadwinner for the family, selling flowers — 
real flowers— by day and helping his mother make 
artificial flowers by night. Tony was never a boy; 
he never played in the streets with other children, 
never threw a ball in the air. Tony's father kept a 
fruit stand on a corner, where he also shined shoes 


and roasted peanuts. You could see him at this 
stand in the early morning before people went to 
work and lato at night after they returned homo 
from tho theater. 
He was there in all kinds of. 


weather, and ho had been on tho same spot for 16 
years. During this period his wife and later his 
children helped to swell his bank account by mak- 
ing artificial flowers. When the war began there 
was a run on the bank where Tony's father kept 
his savings. The bank was closed, and then the 
poor man's reason gave way. Ho was taken to an 
insane asylum, and Tony, not being able to keep 
up his father's business, took to selling flowers as 
his trade. 


And Tony is not the only "man" at tH'o early age 


of thirteen. 


Owners of flower factories find It more profitable 


to have work done In tho tenements by women and 
children. The flower factories 'give out parts of 
flowers—petals, leaves, and stems—to be made up 
Into whole (lowers and wreaths by the workers In 
their homos. Usually the oldest child In the fam- 
ily calls for these parts, which she carries home in 
a huge pasteboard box. When the flowers are done 
she brings them back to the factory and the "boss" 
pays her for the work. 


The petals, which usually como from the factory 


In bunches, must bo separated and then pasted to- 
gether with the leaven and sterna. Sometimes there 
are as many as nine pieces' which must bo Joined 
before the (lowers are ready to bo returned to the 
factory. Buds are made by tying pieces of silk . 
over a round ball of cotton. The work, though 
slow and tedious, Is not hard and can be done with 
very little skill and practice. Whole families were 
found busily working around a table In the kitchen 
or living room pasting and twisting and bunching 
the gayly colored flowers, which sometimes give tha 
only bright note to an otherwise desperately dingy 
home. 


Worst Paid Work. 


The price paid for the work Is perhaps the low- 


est in any trade. Prices vary from two centa a 
gross for pasting .leaves on stems to $1.40 a gross 
for making flower wreaths. One girl of fifteen, 
who had trouble with her spine, was found at work 
putting berries on the ends of stems and receiving 
for the work only one cent a gross. She told the In- 
vestigator that she made usually ten cents a day. 
"But when W little sister helps me," she added, 
"I can make fifteen cents a day." 


It is these conditions that tho Consumers' league 


Is striving to abolish. And the activities of the 
Consumers' league are not limited to the flower in- 
dustry. Tho members of tho league ere working 
hard to Improve conditions in other occupations in 
which women and young children, are employed, 
and have been doing great work in educating the 
people on the dangers of woman and child labor 
under unsanitary conditions. 


By pointing out the dangers to the consumer 


through goods made in dark and airless homes, 
where scarlet fever and other contagious diseases 
were found to exist, the leaders of the league have 
already accomplished many good'results.

F ALL the artificial flowers made In the 
United States 74 per cent are made in 
New York city, says a government re- 
port. A report of the Consumers' league 
of that city shows that a large propor- 
tion of these flowers are made in tene- 
ment houses and that most of the work- 
ers are children whose ages range from 
eleven 
down 
to 
four. It would be 


shocking to some to see with their own eyes how the 
beautiful flowers which adorn their hats are made 
by the tiny hands of young children, some of them 
mere babies, who work from early morning until late 
at night and earn from ten to fifteen cents a day. 


Yet the purpose of this article is not to shock any- 


one's sensibilities, but to lay bare facts and describe 
conditions as they are, says Israel Zevin in tile New 
York Herald. 


Some ten or twelve years ago a. few men and wom- 


en were sitting in the assembly room of a settlement 
house listening to the talk of a charity investigator, 
who, among other things, told a story of how, on a 
cold winter night,.a poor family were sitting huddled 
together round a small stove and burning up a pack 
of old papers, which the jobless head of the family 
had dug up in some place. 


"That, was the only fuel they were able to get," the 


investigator said. 
"The children were clapping their 


hands with joy, feeling the warmth of the flames 
penetrating their frail bodies. 


"Suddenly one of the children, a thoughtful little 


girl, stopped for a moment and, becoming serious, 
asked her mother: 'Mamma, dear, please tell me, what 
do those poor children who have no old papers uo 
on a cold night like this?" 


The women and men 


laughed; they thought it 
was clever. But there was 
one man who did not laugh. 
All night the vision of 
those pale, emaciated chil- 
dren sitting around the 
stove haunted him, and for 
a long time he was tor- 
tured by the heartache ef- 
fect of the grim joke. He 
is now one of the chief 
workers of the movement 
to abolish child labor. 


It is not pleasant, these 


facts relating to the work 
of children. Some of them 
almost challenge credibil- 
ity.

Some Startling Cases. 


And yet I have seen children begin to learn to 


make artificial flowers when they were <0My two 
years old. I do not say that children of that age 
are compelled or coaxed by their mothers to work, 
but It is this way. 


The baby sits in a chair by the table watching 


Mother and the other children work. 
The baby 


stretches out its hands, grabbing a petal or a leaf 
To satisfy his desire the mother gives the baby 
& few petals, showing him how to pull them apart. 
At three, or four the child is already an efficient 
worker, able to earn about ten cents a day. 


Here are some of the facts: 
A mother and two daughters, living and work- 


ing in a rear tenement, so dark that an oil lamp 
must be kept burning all day in order that they 
may see to work, make forget-me-not wreaths. 
They receive seven cents for one dozen wreaths, 
and can earn 54.20 every 15 days. 


A frail, delicate mother of five children sits at a 


tablo in their two-room flat from morning until 
late at night putting artificial berries on stems. 
She earns from ten to fifteen cents a day. 


In a four-room flat, where three children have 


died of tuberculosis and two others were suffering 
from it, a mother and an eleven-3'ear-old girl mado 
artificial roses at 15 cents a gross. 


In one home on a Saturday morning four chil- 


dren, ten, nine, six and four years old, were found 
sitting by a. table near the one window making 
cherries. They had been there since six o'clock in 
the morning, and worked each day until eight 
o'clock at night. 


No child above four or five is considered too 


young to work. The hours for all, whether chil- 
dren or adults, are determined not by law, not by 
physical welfare, but by the amount of work the 
factory gives out to be done. If there is an extra 
amount of work the whole family work from half- 
past five in the morning until ten or eleven at 
light, and sometimes even until one or two o'clock 
n the morning, stopping only long enough to eat 
their scanty meal of spaghetti, dry bread and cof- 
ee, on which they seem to subsist. 


Breaking the Labor 
Law. 


In the 165 families studied by the investigator 


or the Consumers'" league 601 children were found. 
More than 18 per cent of these were fourteen 
rears and over and were contributing something 
o the family income;, about 36 per cent were five 
rears and under, too young to work, though in a 
ew cases children of this age were found helping 
with the flowers. Out of the remaining 46 per cent 
etween the ages of six and fourteen who might be 
ound helping 14 per cent were busily at work at 
be time of the investigator's call. At least 14 per 
ent, then, of the children who were able to do this 
rork were violating the child labor law of New 
ork state. 
How many more could be included in this list it 


ra.s impossible to ascertain. Many families were 
isited during the morning, when the children 
•ere at setfool, and it was only through the word 


cf the mother that we were able to determine 
whether or not the children helped with the flow- 
ers after school hours. For the most part only 
cases of children who were actually found at work 
were listed. Therefore, the estimate is a very con- 
servative one. 
i 


Tho tenement houses where most of the flowers 


a<re made aro of the worst type, with dark and 
shaky stairways. The crowded tenement houses 
of tho "congested Kast side," of which so much 
has been said in print, are palaces in compari- 
son to those rickety old structures. And In them 
the children of sunny Italy spend their days and 
nights. 
Ostensibly it is their Inherent love for 


flowers that is drawing them to this work. 


It is not an easy matter to get the confidence of 


some of the women and to make them answer 
questions. They are always suspicious that visi- 
tors are from the board of health with a mission 
to make trouble. 
In some houses no amount of 


arguing or coaxing will bring results—not even 
the assurance of tho children who return from 
school and are appealed to. 


However, there are some who are qulto willing 


to talk and to shed light on the situation. 


They are not greedy, but they are very ambi- 


tious, and it is their ambition that impels them to 
utilizez every possibility of making money. 


Average $8 a Week. 


Thy are all honest, hard-working people. The 


children are orderly and respectful, and there was 
a world of love in the mothers' eyes on seeing 
them return from school and resume their work 
separating petals and pasting leaves on stems. 


The earnings of heads of the families were found 


to average eight dollars a week, which, according 
to the standard of living in that locality, is a fair 
income. A good many of the man work in flower 
factories and from them they take work home. 
The others are mostly shoemakers, bootblacks and 
pushcart peddlers. 


Ono of the places where children were found at 


work after school hours had a restaurant and pool- 
room on tho ground floor of the building in which 
the family lived. When there are.no diners In tho 
restaurant the long dining table 'is covered with 
wreaths and bunches of cherries and forget-me- 
nots, a mother and her children working diligently 
at them. 
The proprietor of this restaurant was 


also in the rag business. 


In one place a young woman, Margarita Rozzoni, 


who looked quite different from the general type— 
she being blonde and having blue eyes—was at 
work with her little girl, who schemed to be a will- 
ing and ambitious helper. Little Giovanna, three 
years old, looked like a miniature of her mother— 
golden haired and eyes of the color of violets. "I 
don't want her to help me," the mother said, "but 
she Insists on doing that." And she accentuated 
her words by bending over the child and kissing 
her with all the fondness of a mother. 


The children one meets here in the streets are 


all pretty, but their beauty fades before maturity. 
Their physical development is stunted by long 
hours of work and very little play. Their child- 
hood does not last long. A girl who is married at 
fourteen is no rare case. 
Here they make the 


step from childhood right to manhood and woman- 
hood, skipping over the period of youth and maid- 
enhood. 


Why Tony Sells Flowers. 


Such a child was Tony, who at thirteen became 


the breadwinner for the family, selling flowers— 
real flowers—by day and helping his mother make 
artificial flowers by night. Tony was never a boy; 
he never played in the streets with other children, 
never threw a ball in the air. Tony's father kept a 
fruit stand on a corner, where he also shined shoes 


and roasted peanutn.
